B. Flaherty, 
to be used for trespass purposes in 
the repair of the dam age done to the 
dam last winter, which is causing con­ 
siderable inconvenience to the cot­ 
tagers at the popular resort, according 
to a communication received by The 
Times from H. B. Flaherty, in behalf 
of O. B. Flaherty. 
Cottagers at the Dicks' Dam resort 
declared to a representative of The 
Times, several days ago, th a t O. B. 
Flaherty, alleged owner of the land, 
refused permission to trespass on his 
land, in order th a t repairs might be 
made to the broken dam, and th a t a 
“fair and reasonable’’ .price had been 
offered Mr. Flaherty for his land, 
which was refused. 
The cottagers 
further declared th at they planned a 
premeditated trespass of 
Mr. 
F la­ 
herty’s land, in order that the case 
m ight be brought before an Adams 
county jury. 
“No Price Discussed’’ 
H. B. Flaherty, in a letter addressed 
to The Times in T/ehaif of O. B. F la­ 
herty, declared "no price had been dis­ 
cussed between 0. B. Flaherty and the 
Dicks* Dam Welfure Association. This 
property is owned by C urtis Walton. 
of N atural Bridge, Virginia, with O. 
B. Flaherty as partner. 
All m atters 
regarding the proposed sale are in the 
said Mr. W alton’s hands.’’ 
Commenting on the previously sta t­ 
ed purchase price of $5,000 H. B. F la­ 
herty says: “ Your statem ent that five 
thousand dollars is all th a t this prop­ 
erty cost the present owners is in er­ 
ror. 
W ater power experts have ad­ 
vised them as to its true value, and 
they are only desirous of protecting 
their title to the w ater right, any in­ 
fringem ent of which will be contest­ 
ed.”

ond floor of the barn he was search­ 
ing and Mrs. Minnie Miller, 52, Geb- 
hardt's mother by a prveiousmarriage,

moval to the W arner Hospital, and 
finally the raiders discovered a still

P ittsburgh—A collection of coins of 
the United States from the time of the 
13 colonies until the present day is 
owned by George H. Clapp, president 
of the board of trustees of the Uni­ 
versity of Pittsburgh.
